Take Hur- 
ricane Katrina, for example, when a lack 
helped turn tragedy intoa 
colossal fiasco. 

the coming year, economic storm 
will batter the Commonwealth, along with 
the rest of the country. Governor Deval 
Patrick and other officials cannot prevent 
its arrival, but their guidance could deter- 
mine the extent the damage. 

The staggering economy will drain 
revenue from state coffers, but we 
certainly don’t think that 
now is the time for a tax 
increase (with the pos- 
sible exception of the gas 
tax, which may prove both 
fiscally and environmen- 
tally prudent). 

As a result, we in Mas- 
sachusetts are for tough 
times: shrinking agencies, 
laid-off teachers, and longer 
waits for services — when 
they are available at all. 

need our public officials 
the state and local levels 
— to be straight with us about 
to minimize the effects, to respond 
with agility to unanticipated crises 
(like the region's recent devastat 
ing ice storm), and to buck us upasa 
community to accept some share of sac- 
rifice. 

That won't come naturally to the 
state’s notoriously schizophrenic politi- 
cal class, or its citizenry, both of which 
constantly demand more services and 
fewer taxes 

Nothing gets Massachusetts more riled 
up than an overly burdensome tax, which 
over the years has prompted some toss 
tea crates into the harbor, and others to 
vote for income-tax elimination just to 
“send a message.” 

And yet hold great expectations 
the services provided for from 
instantly snow-plowed roads world- 
class elementary schools, and of course 
those me-first earmarks for every 
home district. 

also take fierce pride our collec- 
tive treatment of the unfortunate. We are 
not some backwater Podunk, for goodness 
sake, where (we imagine) they throw 
their mentally ill cages and raise their 
children in filth and illiteracy. 


More services, fewer taxes. That’s 
the constant challenge not only to the 
public servants on Beacon Hill, but also 
in the 351 cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth. Those officials frequently 
frustrate us, occasionally impress us, and 
most often try any sleight-of-hand and 
public-relations chicanery hide the in- 
evitable gap between the services we want 
and the revenue are willing supply. 

Our politicians can hardly 


blamed for this charade practically 
demand it of our candidates. Don’t agree? 
Consider the last two people selected 
govern us, the polar opposites Mitt 
Romney and Deval Patrick. There is al- 
most nothing similar about them, almost 
nothing explain how the same elector- 
ate could choose them both. Except for 
this: they both vowed the campaign 
trail make projected 10-digit budget 
deficit disappear, and simultaneously 
lower taxes (Romney by implementing 
the income-tax roll-back, and Patrick by 
easing property taxes) — all without 
affecting services. Both swore that they 
could perform this trick purely through 
efficiencies, consolidations, and other 
acts prestidigitation. 


This game we play is all well and good, 
and for ail its flaws and idiosyncrasies 
government, most of the time. 

But 2009, the revenue gap likely 
to be a chasm. Already, more than $1 bil- 
lion has been cut from the current fiscal 
year’s budget, which runs through June, 
and another $750 million may still need to 
be slashed. State social services, already 

reduced, will be cut further, but word 
is spreading that some of that $750 
million will come from local aid. 
Municipalities across the Com- 
monwealth are already impos- 
ing hiring freezes and other 
cost-saving measures an- 
ticipation. Things will only 
get more grim. 

With Patrick pre- 
paring release his 
proposed FY2010 budget 

later this month, political 
leaders at the State House 
are warning local-aid cuts 
deep percent. Local papers 
are reporting possible city lay- 
offs from Agawam to Orleans. The 
Globe has reported that Boston’s 
school department might cut its 
budget percent. These cuts 
are going force very difficult 
decisions about what services to 
continue eliminate. 

It will be easy to react angrily, 
when it’s your child’s classroom bulg- 
ing with too many students per teach- 

er, or your road not getting repaved this 
spring, the shelter 
your town forced shut down. Especially 
the charities and not-for-profit organi- 
zations, which provide aid and comfort 
across all sectors people’s needs, will 
also find themselves less able sustain 
their levels of contribution. 

What need leadership, from 
Governor Patrick all the way town ad- 
ministrators. need them open 
possible with the decisions they make, 
and call upon their constituents face 
this tough time together.

The national LCBT equality group Join the 
Impact hopes to galvanize sympathizers 
across the country to demonstrate in their 
home towns on Saturday, January 10, in 
protest of the federal Defense of Marriage 
Act (DOMA). The law, passed under 
the Clinton administration in 
1996, defines marriage as a legal 
union between a man and a wom- 
an and denies federal recognition 
of same-sex marriages — even if 
they are legal in a same-sex cou- 
ple’s home state. Protesters hope 
to catch the attention and support 
of President-elect Barack Obama. 
“That's why this protest is all 
the more important for Massachu- 
— we now have to fight for federal 
benefits,” says Paul Sousa, co-chair of the 
assachusetts chapter of Join the Impact 
and one of the protest’s organizers. “It 
would be great to get this on President-elect

Thirteen years later, America 
took a huge step in healing its racial 
wounds electing Barack Obama 
the presidency exactly the 
moment when O.]. was sent to 
prison for what might life sen- 
tence (for a much lesser crime than 
murder).

1) ONE “A” SHORT OF “PARODY” In 2000, 
huge-tittied O.J. Simpson girlfriend 
and creepy Nicole Simpson look-alike 
Christine Prody calls police and ac- 
cuses O.J. of breaking into her home, 
taking letter, and erasing message 
on her answering machine. Many 
domestic-disturbance incidents later, 
she hospitalized with what police 
call a “severe head injury” after she 
allegedly “falls down” at a gas station 
in Miami. (No charges are filed.) Be- 
tween those events, Prody breaks 
with O.J. and reveals to the National ek 
Enquirer that had confessed kill- 

ing Nicole and Ron Goldman and 

then shortly afterward gets back to- 

gether with him. America thinks: the 

sex must be awesome. 


2) STING AND THE POLICE In 2007, before 
going with armed men to a Vegas 
hotel room to retrieve “memorabilia” 
stolen from his home (including 

the suit he wore on the day he was 
convicted), O.J. — and this isn’ta 
joke — actually contacts the FBI in Los 
Angeles and pitches them the idea 
setting undercover opera- 
tion to retrieve the goods. Amazingly, 
O.). also wants the FBI to cooperate 

in televising the confrontation. The 
FBI blows him off. A few weeks later, 
O.J. and armed posse burst through 
door in a Vegas hotel room belonging 
to the memorabilia collectors, with 
O.j. shouting, “Think you can steal 
my shit and sell it?”

was terminally ill. But two 2008’s big media 
developments the Christian Science plan 
kill its daily print edition outright, and the 
Detroit News and Detroit Free Press’s decision radi- 
cally scale back their print operations and refocus 
online suggests that the traditional newspaper’s 
death will come sooner than anyone imagined. 
But the term “newspaper” has another mean- 
ing, too: it’s organization staffed with men 
and women who report and analyze the news for 
the public. Newspapers this sense about 
extinct. They are being reinvented, how- 
ever. And judging from the almost unthinkable 
changes that transpired the media landscape 
this past year — particularly over the past few 
months this reinvention will reach unprec- 
edented heights in 2009, with once-sacrosanct 
forms and practices being abruptly jettisoned 
and new models and methods assuming starring 
roles, with biological evolution, some this 
change will be beautiful, some of it will be ugly, 
and some of it will just . . . be. Here’s a preview. 


NUCLEAR-LEVEL CUTBACKS Future-of-media bigwig 
Jeff Jarvis earned some jeers when suggested 
that the entire city Philadelphia could cov- 
ered by a 35-person newsroom, rather than the 
300-plus one currently place the Philadelphia 
fact, though and despite the unpleas- 
ant human costs there’s strong case 
made for cuts that seem draconian, but that actu- 
ally manage put papers the black. 

I recently asked Jay Rosen, Jarvis’s future-of- 
media peer and a professor of journalism at New 
York University, what he'd do if given the reins of 
hypothetical midsize daily. very tempted 
cut immediately sustainable level and build 
from there,” answered. “Then what you 
is, you hire new people every time you find new 
revenue, and you employ every method you can 
think that. The debilitating thing not 
knowing how far the cuts are going go.” 

This may sound callous, but makes lot 
sense. Even you've still got your job the 
Boston Globe, for example, you also know that the 
reportedly losing million week, and 
that the status quo untenable. That’s not 
good working environment. (The Boston Herald, 
which recently cited likely candidate for 
extinction, may actually survive thanks its 
brutal Jarvis/Rosen-style cutbacks: the newsroom 
emaciated, but the paper seems rela- 
tively firm financial ground.) 

Of course, guys like Jarvis and Rosen don’t 
actually have run paper and the 
Herald could anomaly. How many 
publishers would dare try this, espe- 
cially papers record? 

By way of an answer, consider what Detroit 
Free Press publisher David Hunke recently told 
National Public Radio: “We think it’s time 
quit sticking our heads bit the sand [and] 
ing that comes back the way used 
years gone by.” 


RISE OF THE MEDIA MUTANTS The steady stream 

of buyouts and layoffs still haven't solved most 
papers’ financial woes — but they have created 
opening for new entities that can provide the 
sort of coverage papers can no longer generate 
themselves. Foreign-news startup GlobalPost is 
one example; the investigative-reporting startup 
ProPublica is another. But there’s room for 
plenty more. 

Case point: what six seven experi 
enced political journalists rented office 
Washington, DC — and offered to do localized 
political reporting for, say, every daily in the state 
of California? Given the ongoing evisceration of 
the press corps, these hypothetical entrepre 
neurs would likely do a brisk business. So, too, 
could any other outfit that went about intelli- 
gently covering a niche subject neglected for lack 
of funds. But nascent startups have to act fast, 
before content-sharing ventures involving legacy 
media (e.g., the just-announced Washington Post- 
Baltimore Sun arrangement) their work for them

THE NONPROFIT PULL Not all ownership changes will 
be as problematic as the one looming in Miami, 
however. “I believe the brightest future, over the 
next few years, going belong nonprofit 
journalism of one form or another,” said my 
former Phoenix colleague Dan Kennedy, now an 
assistant journalism professor Northeastern 
University and the author of the Media Nation 
blog (medianation. blogspot.com).

Time magazine photoshopped Obama

But Obama goes down that 
path, sadly, he will fail. Trite but 
true: the times are very different. 
Broad public programs modeled 
thie New Deal can’t work the way they 
did in the 1930s and "40s, because 
the economics of the situation have 
changed. More important, so has the 
rhetorical power the presidency. 

That doesn’t mean Obama is 
headed for failure. Presidents 
design their office around what 
they know — former governors 
tend see the position “chief 
executive of the so states”; for- 
mer armed-services officers see it 
more organized along military 
lines. So what does Obama know?

In that sense, though he was never 
mayor, Obama may see himself as 
the embodiment “the Chicago 
way” — with the Windy City (and its 
mayor's office), for better or worse, 
as the model for how the federal 
government ought work. (That 
may particularly apt now, given 
both that we're in an era when the 
federal government is dispensing 
bailouts and how the upcoming 
stimulus packages are likely to end 
being distributed.) 

The FDR model creating vast 
public-works projects unattain- 
able. Unlike Obama, Roosevelt 
didn’t have to contend with an 
immense network of regulatory 
hurdles — bidding, environmental, 
and labor that could take years 
clear out the way before could 
launch his initiatives. 

This means that, if Obama wants 
inject cash and jobs into the econ- 
omy quickly, he has two choices: he 
can help the states launch recovery 
projects already on the drawing 
boards. Or, he can funnel money to 
state and local governments that are 
the verge bankruptcy. 

The second option shouldn’t 
underestimated. State and local 
government now provides around 
15 percent of the jobs in America, 
and 2009 will likely see number 
of public-sector employers going 
broke — most notably, in the state 


ment eventually going have 
bail them out, just as it bajled out 
banks and the auto companies. 

That make Obama another 
FDR, but given his Chicago model, 
it may be a task fer which he’s 
ideally suited. Nevertheless, even 
he’s successful rescuing floun- 
dering state and local governments, 
Obama still won’t have the power 
to do much to affect the overall 
national economy. 


COMMUNICATION 
BREAKDOWN 

And that’s not all that will out 
his reach. Despite his own consid- 
erable skills as a rhetorical leader, 
Obama can't possibly emulate FDR in 
mobilizing the nation toward single 
sustained path, because the lines 
communication are different. 

Remember that FDR emerged 

in the early days of radio — the 
beginning era when new net- 
works were creating the first live 
mass audiences in history. When 
Roosevelt gave Fireside Chat, 

the listenership was huge, only 
because there were so few other 
competing sources information. 
And not only that: because the 
country under FDR was essentially 
sharing the same few media outlets, 
radio organized a common culture 
and sense national unity tailor- 
made for the Roosevelt approach — 
Big Government for big audiences. 

Today, in a media universe com- 
prising 200 cable outlets, thousands 
radio stations, and, course, the 
Internet, the president’s microphone 
has been reduced two cupped 
hands, that.

America offers promise possibility, 
that right to pursue happiness, to live 
the Dream. Richard Yates’s crushing 1961 
novel Revolutionary Road examines the mo- 
ment when realize that our lives come 
nowhere near what we imagined for 
ourselves, when we arrive at a future we 
did not anticipate, when our hopes have 
given way to disappointment, failure, 
and humiliation. It’s masterful, devas- 
tating portrait marriage crumbling 
and merciless critique the torpor and 
predictability of 1950’s suburbia. 

Sam Mendes'’s faithful adaptation, 
starring Leonardo DiCaprio and Kate Win- 
slet as Frank and April Wheeler, seldom 
approaches the novel's depths of sorrow. 
Mendes’s American Beauty serves as an apt 
prequel: another story about waking up 
one morning and realizing your life is in- 
escapably vanilla. Compared with Amer 
Beauty, with its rose petals and dancing 
plastic bag, Mendes handles Revoluti 
Road with restraint. Yates’s language is 
even and precise, and Mendes responds in 
kind. But Mendes’s precision lacks heart. 

Frank and April are a normal, middle- 
class couple, attractive and well edu 
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cated. They leave New York City fora 
house and two kids in the Connecticut 
suburbs. Both approach this world with 
detachment, with a “we’re-above-this” 
superiority. Frank works soul-suck- 
ing office gig for the same company his 
father toiled at for 20 years. April, once 
an aspiring actress, experiences house- 
wifery in all its isolation and thank- 
lessness. ari effort escape, April 
proposes that the family move Paris 

to lead the sort of lives they’re meant to 
live. And so sets into motion a summer of 
manic optimism kissing the lawn 
while the kids play the sprinklers, 
self-satisfaction when they reveal their 
plans friends over cocktails followed 
by a cataclysmic fall. 

DiCaprio and Winslet ably fill the 
roles. with his neat hair and boyish 
charm, bemused and bored. She with 
her lost gaze and modest blouses. The 
anger in the battling scenes feels raw, 
the veins DiCaprio’s neck tumescent, 
the silence behind Winslet’s eyes gla- 
cial. But what’s missing is the depth of 
their self-delusion. 

The book’s great flaw comes with the 
John Givings character, the institution- 
alized son of the busybody real-estate 
agent (Kathy Bates caricature the 
. He visits the Wheelers and spouts 
Truth, sees through the couple’s delu- 
sions, and needles their fears. In the 
novel, the madman as truth-teller feels 
like a tired literary device. But in the 
film. Michael Shannon's performance, 
with his wooden face and empty eyes, 
chills more than any other 

Whereas the book demands that we 
recognize ourselves in Frank and April, 
that look our own private compro- 
mises and failures, the film fails to chal- 

lenge. Instead of seeing our-

but it was Gemma Arterton’s Strawberry 
Fields who made the lasting impression, 
first shepherding Daniel Craig’s 007 about 
in a Burberry and boots and seemingly not 
much else, then turning up sprawled Gold- 
finger-naked his bed the year’s heavi- 
est-handed film allusion. Arterton was on

The novels are 
long (even four hours is hardly enough 

for the 450-page Tess), the later ones are 
downbeat (Tess is hanged, Jude and Cast- 
erbridge mayor Michael Henchard die 
ignominy), and Hardy’s personal observa- 
tions resist visual translation. (They gener- 
ally get swapped out for stunning vistas 
his native Dorset.) Tess (1891) is a grimmer 
version of Far from the Madding Crowd (1874), 
with Tess poorer and more vulnerable 
Bathsheba Everdene, Angel Clare more 
priggish and less capable Gabriel Oak, and 


Alec less prin- 
cipled and more reprobate 
Sergeant Troy. Hardy also 
describes Tess as his Mary 

Magdalene: after she’s been 

falls for parson’s son Angel, 

but he’s not enough 

man forgive her her sin, 

save her from falling 
back into Alec’s clutches. 
It’s not only Tess who’s 
tempted: Hardy wrote (at 
the last minute) on the 
draft title page PURE 
faithfully pre- 
sented,” prompting readers 
then and now see her 
his tragic heroine, the vic- 
tim of poverty, patriarchy, 
and puritanism. But Tess’s 
real tragedy her human 
nature. Part her wants 
to be Teresa d’Urberville 
rather than plain Tess Dur- 
beyfield; that’s why it’s just 
as well that Hardy wasn’t 
permitted more spe- 
cific about how she came 
to be “Maiden No More” 
after her night in the Chase with Alec. 
And like Michael Henchard, she has a self- 
destructive streak. It’s this ambiguity, this 
complexity, that Arterton conveys. With 
her broad face and high cheekbones and 
peony lips, unlearned stammer here 
and a self-righteous toss of the head there, 
she’s a English country-innocent version 
of Nastassja Kinski’s French urban sophis- 
ticate in Roman Polanski’s 1979 film. You 
get Tess’s virtues, her shortcomings, and 
everything in between. 

The rest is mixed. Director David Blair 
and scriptwriter David Nicholls do fairly by 
Hardy, though sleepwalking scene 
omitted, the misery swede hacking 
and reed drawing at Flintcomb-Ash is 
played down, and Arterton patters arcund 
without hat or bonnet too often for modes- 
ty. Hans Matheson was a bland title char- 
acter in the 2003 Granada/WGBH Doctor 


Zhivago (with Keira Knightley as Lara), and, 
sans handlebar moustache, he’s bland, 


oily and creepy, Alec here; Eddie Red- 
mayne is a little boyish for the Adonis of 
the novel, but does grow into the part. 
There are quirky, unnerving contribu- 
tions from Ian Puleston-Davies and Ruth 
Jones as Tess’s parents and a more actorly 
one from Anna Massey as Alec’s mother;

360, PC, DS). Players can participate in one 
of two campaigns: playing for the “Good” 
side, they can control heroes like Aragorn, 
Legolas, and Gandalf in a series of battles 
that closely follows the events of the books.

The question on the minds of fighting 
fans is whether the wait was worth it for 
STREET FIGHTER IV (February 17; PS3, Xbox 360, 
PC). Capcom has historically brought their 
“A” game to the true sequels in the venerable 
series. The fourth installment retains the 
two-dimensional gameplay the franchise 
known for, although the characters and back 
grounds are three-dimensionally rendered in 
a stunning, hand-drawn style. Most of the 
popular warriors return from past games, 
along with four brand-new ones, including 
a masked luchador. By now, Capcom has 
earned the benefit of the doubt, but surely 
Super Street Fighter Turbo Hyper Fighting Champion 
Edition can’t far behind. 

Just because the first video game star 
the rapper Cent, Bulletproof, was flop 
(earning ungodly Metacritic score 47), 
that’s no reason not to try again. And you’d 
have to take yourself really seriously not to at 
least chuckle the very existence CENT: 
BLOOD THE SAND (February 24; PS3, Xbox 
360). After a promoter bilks 50 and G-Unit out 
of their fee for playing a show in the Middle 
East, the crew decides get revenge blow- 

ing half the region. No, 
not making this up. suc- 
ceeds, Blood on the Sand could be 
the guiltiest pleasure since 
Postal. fails, well, think 
has some other things 
fall back on. 

For the increasingly 
beleaguered PlayStation 3, 
every new exclusive game 
is a chance to turn things 
around. The latest potential 

savior is KILLZONE 2 (Febru- 

ary 27; PS3), the sequel toa 
much-hyped PlaySta- 
tion 2 game that 
was not warmly 
received in its 


time. Previews for the new game have prov 
en just as divisive on blogs and fan sites, 
thanks in large part to a recent closed beta 
test. At issue seems to be the play control, 
which detractors call sluggish and support- 
ers call realistic. As usual, the best policy is 
to wait and see for yourself. 

Over a year has passed since the release 
Halo3, and though it’s still the most popu- 
lar game Xbox Live, gamers jonesing for 
a new adventure in that universe will have 
their wish granted thanks to HALO WARS 
(March 3; Xbox 360). Unlike the well-known 
Halo trilogy, which is a first-person shooter, 
Halo Wars is a real-time strategy game. Play- 
ers will take control of the entire army, 
which includes many character classes and 
vehicles familiar from past games. But 
there’s some bad news, too: Master Chief 
is nowhere to be found. Please try to stifle 
your tears. 

We were all a little teary-eyed when the 
Japanese development house Clover Studios 
shut its doors a few years ago, but many of 
Clover’s employees regrouped at what’s now 
called Platinum Games. Among their first 
projects is the tantalizing MADWORLD (March 
10; Wii). It’s an ultra-violent, third-person 
brawler with distinctive black-and-white 
aesthetic, reminiscent of Frank Miller's Sin 
City. I'd skeptical not for the pedigree 
the designers, who count among their ac- 
complishments such classic games as Viewtiful 
Joe, Okami, Devil May Cry, and Resident Evil 4. 

Resident Evil 4 is still the best game I've ever 
played, so the wait has been almost unbear- 
able for RESIDENT EVIL 5 (March 13; PS3, Xbox 
360). In the fifth installment, longtime 
series protagonist Chris Redfield hunts for 
the origin of the deadly T-virus in the wilds 
of Africa. An early trailer, in which Redfield 
was seen mowing down mobs of impover- 
ished black villagers, ignited firestorm 
controversy.

takes over Midway Studios in Fort Point for 
this rarely seen play, in which an Italian 
duchess marries beneath her, inciting her 
brothers to take revenge.

The Sigg Collection includes 
works from several groundbreaking 
Chinese megastars including, among 
others, Ai Weiwei, Yue Minjun, Zhang 
Huan, Fang Lijun, and Weng Fen, fa- 
mous for his stunning photographs 
f in ct ls staring out into 
an ever-changing Chinese landscape 
LaMontagne Gallery will host the work 
of Japanese-born up-and-comer MISAKI 
KAWAI (555 E. 2nd Street, South Boston; 
February 21-March 28). Her memorable 
installations of colorfully odd dollhous- 
es, Cartoon space ships, and suspended 
swarms of fabric smoke trails have been 
featured across the globe, including a 
spot in the ICA’S Momentum series in 
2007.

Pop 3000! 


the dawn new millennium, 


pop cries out for innovation 


I’m sometimes pigeonholed some kind Neg- 
ative Nelly: a pessimist, a cynic, a grouch, even. 
Nothing further from the truth. I’m totally 
optimistic that pop music will rise new heights 
artistic excellence; the only reason yet be- 
cause everything always sucks and everyone’s idiot 
but me. sort that stuff out, 2009 just might 
turning point pop history. 

feels like innovation has been little slow for the 
past few years, and it’s time for musicians step their 
game up. They’ve got precious little time left to make 
their mark — just one year from now, they'll be at 
some fancy musician New Year’s Eve shindig, watch- 
ing the date roll over from 12/31/2009 to 01/01/3000 
silent contemplation. Will they proud their 
achievements, or will they be hanging their heads in 
shame for accomplishing little their millennium? 
(Although, to be fair, it did seem weirdly shorter than 
the last one.) they listen me, for goddamned once 
maybe have something proud of. 

few months ago, wrote brilliant list sugges- 
tions for how music could improved: new instru- 
ments, like piano-banjo combo some kind 
whistle that causes orgasms; new vocal styles replace 
like maybe coughing making really slow 
croaking noises; increased holiday-related content 
songs prevent having listen whole differ- 
ent set of songs at Christmastime; et cetera. 1 guess I was 
just casting pearls before swine artists totally failed 


to take my constructive criticism seriously, and we were 
stuck with another year mostly boring music. 

There were few bright spots, though: Rich- 
ard Beck’s recent column detailed, something called 
Auto-Tune recently became the future of vocals, 
supplanting singing and rapping the pinnacle 
musical utterance. Considering suggestion 
advance vocal techniques, think it’s fair say 
that I’m responsible for the whole Auto-Tune thing 
(in case you're wondering who to thank). I listened 
to a few Kenny West tracks showcasing the technol 
ogy, and I was pretty impressed. It’s some kind of 
machine that takes imperfect, off-key vocals and au- 
tomatically transforms them into smooth, pitch-per- 
fect campy disco robot burbling. I applaud the efforts 
of Kenny, Little Wayne, and T-Pain, but technology 
has actually been around for years — I’m pretty sure 
Peter Frampton somehow did it with a guitar and 
weird spit-tube but these guys have found new 
ways to abuse it. Well, not new ways, but they’re 
abusing it more often, and hey, that’s kind of a thing. 

If you want to add some real innovation, though, 
got another million-dollar idea: how about re- 
verse -Auto-Tune, where you sing into with actual 
notes and it translates those into normal speech, 
making your lyrics easier understand? Then you 
could get that baby and regular Auto-Tune going 
the same time and it’ll probably create a crazy psy- 
chedelic feedback loop. have idea what would 

sound like (I’m not a musician), but as 
critic can speculate that would 
pretty fuckin’ far out. 

for new musical instruments: zero 
invented 2008. Pathetic. orgasm 
whistle, either, even though that was 
pretty much the best idea ever. got 
hopes when saw dude the 
park blowing into shiny, hook-shaped 
thing with tons buttons that made 
the most gloriously seductive tones, 
but asked him about and apparently 
it’s called “saxophone” and it’s been 
around for ages already. 

(Big Hurt trivia: There have been least five 
Top 40 singles featuring the otherworldly sounds 
of the “saxophone.” Can you name them?) 

After reading this instru- 
ment, I’m definitely into it, so why 
not innovate this thing? For ex- 
ample, you know how they have 
those double-necked guitars cram 
twice the blazin’ notes and dis- 
tract from the Cheap Trick guy’s face? 
The same principle could applied 
the saxophone: blowing into one 
nozzle makes saxophone noises, and 
the other nozzle goes into Framp- 
ton-style spit-tube thing, you 
can make sing words! Or, 
cheaper, you can just put micro- 
phone into the sound-hole and doa 
kazoo thing. Now you don’t even need 
Auto-Tune, because the saxophone 
does all the work you're basically 
a one-man band, which means more 
royalties and no more having to dou-

Overcoming risk aversion constant chal- 
lenge weekly quest for new cheap-eats 
restaurants. Not my aversions — I'll try any- 
thing. | mean those of my friends, many of 
whom fearlessly ride Boston taxis without 
seatbelts yet shy from unfamiliar cuisines and 
less-than-shiny restaurants. Gentle introduc- 
tions are called for: start the sushi-wary on 
California rolls, describe the lengua tacos 
beef and say no more. i've eased many a skit- 
tish friend into the sublimities Vietnamese 
food with banh mi: who love good 
sub? fresh, crunchy sandwich good bread 
with zippy, mostly familiar flavors for three 
bucks usually gets the hook them many 
will revisit later without prodding 

163 Vietnamese Sandwich is a typi- 
cal slightly shabby Chinatown storefront 
counter, six seats, some boxes stacked 
around, scant decoration. its excellent banh 
($2.75-$3.50) are served very fine 
nine-inch baguettes with crackle the 
crust that suggests rice flour the dough. 
Sliced onions, daikon, and pickled carrots, 
lots fresh cilantro, big cucumber spear, 
and dressing Kewpie mayonnaise and 
nuoc chom garlicky/sweet/hot vinaigrette 
based fish sauce) form the filling base. 
Add your choice meat, like xiu mai (mildly 
seasoned, crushed pork meatballs), “BBQ” 
beef (with good flavor and 


terrific lemongrass marinade), chicken 
(chopped thigh meat curried with sweet 
spices). Tofu-based mock duck, chicken, and 
ham are also offered. Specify “spicy” for 
sprinkling ferocious bird chili slices 

The famished might add trio fresh 
(unfried) spring rolls ($3) in soft rice-flour 
wrappers filled with shrimp, shredded pork 
skin, tofu with peanut dipping sauce 
Most other hot options are a budget-friendly 
$3.50, including pork chop, BBQ-chicken, 
or BBQ-beef rice plates, and bun (rice ver- 
with toppings such sliced fried 
spring rolls. The outstanding drink selection 
includes Vietnamese hot and iced coffees 
($1.25-$2), varieties fresh-fruit shakes 
and several sweet, colorful 
bubble teas ($3) served with fat straw for 
sucking the drifting payload chewy 
tapioca you're bringing neophytes, 
sure stand between them and the 
cooler with the boxes sliced smoky pigs’ 
ears and marinated chicken claws ($4 each)

0) This large space has always housed 
attractive restaurants, despite vio- 
lating two of Nadeau’s laws: Eateth Not 
Within 1000 Cubits of a Government 

nstitution; and Ditto for Sports Stadia. 

It has been a brew pub full of brass 
kettles and pipes; a seafood-and-sports 
bar with high windows; a wannabe bistro 
with red-velvet curtains; and now a bar- 
restaurant with a splendid collection of 
city and sports memorabilia, dating back 
to Scollay Square in the former collection 
and the Babe in the latter. The background 
music is old soul. Not many old Bostonians 
think of Marvin Gaye and Tony Conigliaro 
as contemporaries, but it works for me. 
The food showcases slight spins on the 
familiar, and as a restaurant, Johnnie's 
has almost all of the features | like except 
being too dark. 

What's odd about Johnnie's on the Side 
is that its design — not so different from 
many places of its ilk — is so well done 
that it carried me along. A dish-by-dish 
analysis of the food doesn’t impress, but 
I had a wonderful time even though the 
room is loud when full (and it’s frequently 

ull). The crowds suggest that I'm not 
alone in enjoying the lack of cynicism 
What Johnnie's is missing in sophistica- 
tion it makes up for with enthusiasm.

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and popcorn shrimp. The frying is very 
nice, though a little bready to appreciate 
the dip, which is a cross between pesto 
and chimichurri — but it’s easy enough to 
dribble out the cup of dip onto the sizable 
platter of fried things. There are also fried 
lemons and red and green hot peppers. 

Lobster chowder ($12) is thick as stew, 
but with more vegetables than lobster 
meat. The flavor is cream more than sea- 
food, but it’s a fine bowl on a cold night. 
Caesar salad ($9) is ordinary, except fora 
small toast with a couple of white ancho- 
vies on top. The mixed greens salad ($8) is 
the usual stuff, too, plus grape tomatoes. 
It's perfectly dressed. 

Trout ($18) is a winning entrée: a flavorful 
fish despite it being hatchery rainbow trout 
(wild trout have more color). It’s served fully 
boned, which is difficult with small fish, 
and with an excellent side dish of pierogi — 
you like pasta, you like potatoes; aren’t you 
going to like big ravioli stuffed with mashed 
potatoes? — tossed with bacon. 

1 also like the pork chop ($20), a two- 
incher kept juicy with a cranberry relish 
and a wedge of scalloped potatoes. I'm less 
sure about the gnocchi ($18), although I ate 
them all. These are the heavy kind, which 
may mean pre-fab, served in a heavy meat 
sauce of beef and chopped sausage. 

Johnnie’s Reuben ($13) is not bad, 
but chefs need to bring in a real short 
order cook for this sandwich, because it 
doesn’t take to tinkering. The original is 
a grilled sandwich on rye. Pumpernickel, 


used here, is okay, but saving oil by us- 
ing something like a George Foreman 

grill is not. If you spend extra money for 
lean corned beef, you need a real fried, 
pressed, crusty sandwich. The other error 
chefs make over and over is to reduce the 
amount of sauerkraut and increase the 
meat. This looks luxurious, but loses the 
precious balance of flavors with the Rus 
sian dressing. (Shirley, that idiot Phoenix food 
critic is taking apart the sandwic 1. Why 
can't he stick with the fancy stuf ther ones 
do?) I will say that the French fries with 
the Reuben are superior. 

On to the wine list. Some bottle prices 
are quite good, but the wines by the glass 
that we had didn’t show that well, with 
the exception of a Seaglass sauvignon 
blanc ($8). Tin Roof cabernet ($7) jus 
wasn't much — maybe it was yesterday's 
bottle? Coffee and espresso (both $2.50 
were better than I expected, but tea ($4 
necessitated the annoying task of rush- 
ing the tea bag into a pot of hot water and 
praying for enough heat to brew it. 

Desserts weren't exciting either: 

pears zabaglione ($7) was one Seckel 
pear, candied more than poached, and very 
tasty if you didn’t worry about actually find- 
ing the custard sauce. Apple cobbler ($7 
was mixed up like a Brown Betty, but it was 
a grand dessert with some kind of liqueur 
adding intrigue to the ice cream. Chocolate- 
banana bread pudding ($8) was the homog- 
enized kind, less like bread pudding and 
more like a Victorian steamed pudding. The 
portion was enormous, so this could be your 
whole table's dessert, since it also comes 
with ice cream. 

So, if the food is not a culinary adven- 
ture, why do I like this place? Well, for one 
thing, I like huge rooms for dining out — 
there’s a sense of drama in a giant dining 
room. Also, the service is consistently will- 
ing and attentive. On both of our visits, 
servers extended themselves for odd orders, 
timing of basketball games, and strange 
parties. The “front of the house” cannot 
rescue a truly dysfunctional kitchen (which 
this is not), but it can turn mediocrity into 
fun, even fora gourmand. ©
